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PREFACE 


This summary of provincial agricultural legislation in Quebec 
replaces earlier reference papers on the same subject issued by the Canada 
Department of Agriculture between 1952 and 1960. The present work 
includes provincial legislation on the statute books in 1967. 


Statutes of the province of Quebec which directly or indirectly 
bear upon agriculture, together with amendments, are classified according 
to subject matter and summarized brietly. These summaries have been 
written in non-legal, non-technical language. They are not intended to 
be read as substitutes for the statutes themselves. 


The following abbreviations are employed:

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ADMINISTRATION 


QUEBEC 


AGRICULTURE AND COLONIZATION DEPARTMENT ACT, R.S.Q. 1964, ce 101. 
Amendment 5 S5(@s MNES). 5 CGeucis 


Under this Acts the duties of the Minister of Agriculture and 
Colonization and the functions of the Department of Agriculture and 
Colonization are defined. The Minister is responsible for the supervision 
and management, throughout the Provinces; of everything connected with 
agriculture and colonization, including agricultural schools and colleges, 
model farms, permanent agricultural exhibition committees, agricultural 
and horticultural societies, farmers' clubs, beet sugar factories, colonization 
societies receiving provincial government grants, the classification and 
sale of colonization lands and immigration thereto, and the direction of 
colonization works and roads. 


On such terms as he deems advisable, the Minister also has the power 
to make loans of moneys, grants and advances to agricultural societies , 
cooperative associations, farmers' clubs, syndicates and other institutions 
owned for the purpose of furthering the interests of agriculture and 
colonization; to organize competitions among farmers or settlers, and to 
pay them premiums, allowances or indemnities3; to make grants to municipal 
corporations for drainage works, and to have land improvements executed 
under supervision or by contract. 


The Minister may take charge of the drainage work, the carrying 
out of which has been decreed under the Municipal Code, if asked to do so 
by the municipal authority entrusted with the carrying out of the work. 


The Lieutenant-@vernor in Council may authorize the Minister to 
acquire lands, up to a maximum price of $6,000, to establish farmers, 
farmers' sons and settlers thereon. 


In the field of rural development, the Minister is entrusted with 
the carrying out of investigations and studies and the preparation of plans 
for the technical, economic and social progress of a rural district. He 
may assume the technical direction and supervision of the carrying out of 
a plan; and under the conditions set by the Lieutenant-Governor in Council, 
may conclude an agreement with any government, public organization, corporation, 
society, association and person for the preparetion of plans and the 
carrying out of the work. 


NATURAL RESOURCES DEPARTMENT ACT, R.«S.Qe 19645 ce 83. 


This Act sets out the duties of the Minister of Natural Resources 
who is responsible for the direction and management of the Department of 
Natural Resources» Among the functions of the Minister are the promotion 
and development of the natural resources of the Province for the benefit 
of the people; supervision of the laws respecting water courses and water- 
power, and the production, transmission, distribution and sale of electric- 
ity and gas; acceleration of the expansion of Hydro-Quebec; preparation of 
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plans for developing and processing natural resources and, with the authority 
of the Lieutenant-Governor in Council, carrying out such plans in 
collaboration with other departments. 


PRODUCTION 


(a) General 


AGRICULTURAL ABUSES ACT, ReS.Qe 19645 ce 130- 


This Act deals with a variety of abuses affecting agriculture. It 
forbids trespass on the property of others and permits the owner to arrest 
the trespasser; it also prohibits the damaging of another person's. property, 
the pulling down of a fence, or the possession of a tree or any part of a 
tree upon the wooded land of another persone. Other provisions relate to 
the disposal of wood or timber left on a lakes stream or beach3 the 
responsibility of owners or occupiers of land to destroy noxious weeds; 
the appointment by municipalities of weed inspectors who may order the 
destruction of weeds and charge the expenses against the owners with costs 
being collectible in the same way as municipal taxes; the obligation of dog 
owners regarding declaration of ownership and licensing of dogsy and 
forbiddance of owners to allow dogs to wander at large without tags in 
organized territory or to wander at large in unorganized territory between 
May 1 and December 15. Municipalities must make regulations to prevent the 
damage which stray dogs may cause and they are held responsible for the 
damage caused by dogs to sheep or other farm animals within their 
territoriese The indemnity is limited to three-fourths of the damage caused 
and does not cover damages suffered by animals running at large . The 
method of assessing damages is described. The municipal Corperation has 
recourse for reimbursement of the indemnity and other costs against any 
person civilly responsible for the damage. To meet the payment of indemnities 
to persons whose animals are killed or injured by dogs, the municipality 
shall levy a tax on each dog and pay the proceeds into a special fund for 
the purposee Upon complaint that a dog is vicious or has hydrophobia or 
habitually attacks persons or animalsy a justice of the peace may order the 
dog to be confined for 40 days or killed. It is lawful to kill, off its 
master's property, any dog which pursues and strangles sheep. Any person 
may call upon the owner of any sheep or other domestic animals infected 
with scab or other contagious disease to isolate such animals and, in case 
of refusal or neglect to obey this warnings, the owner may be fined by a 
justice of the peace. 


HYDRO=QUEBEC ACT, ReSeQe 19645 Ceo 864 Amendment, S.Q. 1965, c. 33. 


Sections 43 to 47 of this Act deal with rural electrification. Under 
the Act, the Lieutenant-Governor in Council may authorize the Minister of 
Finance to make advances to the Quebec Hydro-Electric Commission up to a 
total of $10 million at 2 per cent, amortizable over a period of up to 
50 years, from the consolidated revenue fund for the construction of electric- 
ity distribution lines for the service of rural municipalities. The 
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construction of such distribution lines shall include primary and secondary 
transmission lines, transformers and meters, and the Commission is 
authorized to make agreements with any distributor of electricity for the 
supply of electric power, maintenance and operation of such lines. The 
Commission may also grant loans not exceeding $300 for any one farm, either 
directly or through the agency of municipal corporations or cooperative 
syndicates, for the cost of electrical installations on any farm capable 

of being served by an electricity distribution line. Such loans may be 
granted up to an outstanding total of $1 million. 


BLECUR@CIGY MUNDCLPALT ZATION ACT 5: RSs Ore 964 55 Cal S6u 


A municipal council may, in order to establish an electricity 
system, compel the owners or occupiers of lands within or outside a 
municipality to allow all the necessary work to be done; appropriate lakes, 
non=-navigable rivers, ponds, springs and water-courses, and take possession 
of the whole or of a portion of their watersheds. On the recommendation 
of the Electricity and Gas Board and on an order of the Lieutenant-Governor 
in Council, the Minister of Finance may pay to a municipality a sum not 
exceeding 50 per cent of the capital cost of lines and main transmission 
cables, transformers, meters and secondary electricity lines required to 
service a rural municipality. A further amount, not exceeding 25 per cent 
of capital cost, may also be lent by the Minister of Finance for a period 
of 30 years, at 4 per cent interest, for the same purpose. 


HIGHWAY CODE, ReSeQ. 19645 ce 231. 


Section ll provides for the exemption from registration of a farm 
tractor owned by a farmer and employed exclusively on a farm. All machinery 
and farm equipment owned by a farmer who derives his livelihood from his 
farm is also exempt from registration, with the exceptionof tractors and tow 
trucks with loading apparatus and which travel.on public roads. 


Every motor vehicle, with the exception of farm tractors, if not 
fitted with permanent fenders, must be provided with two movable rear fenders 
of rubber, leather or other strong material, the lower ends of which must 
not be more than 14 inches from the ground. 


ANIMAL - DRAWN VEHICLE LAMPS AND REFLECTORS ACT, R.S.Q. 1964, c. 182 


Every municipal corporation may make by-laws to compel the owner 
of any animal-drawn vehicle, or other person in charge thereof, to provide 
the vehicle, when it is on a public road in the municipality between an 
hour after sunset and an hour before sunrise, with a prominently placed 
rear reflector or lighted lamp. 


GAME ACT, Re So Os 1964, Ce ZO2E 


Section 26 provides that any owner, proprietor, occupier or tenant 
may chase away or kill any game animal causing or seriously threatening 
to cause damage to his property. However, a game warden or other officer 
of the Tourism, Fish and Game Department must be notified when the animal 
is killed, the animal must be placed at the officer's disposal, and a 
solemn declaration must be filed, within 15 days, to the effect that the 
animal was causing, or seriously threatening to cause, damage to property. 


Under Section 64, bounties may be paid for the killing of wolves. 


(b) Crops 


PLANT PROTECTION ACT, ReS.Q- 1964, c. 129. 


Nurserymen must obtain permits to operate from the provincial 
entomologist. The latter has power to enter and inspect nurseries, gardens, 
orchards, fields, or other premises believed to contain plants. No person 
may keep in his possession any plant that is infected with any of the 
diseases listed in the Act. The owner or occupant of any property where 
any insect or plant disease exists or is suspected must inform the Minister 
of Agriculture and Colonization of the fact. The Act deals with the powers 
of the entomologist to order the treatment or destruction of plants, to 
prohibit the transportation of infected plants, to impose quarantiney and 
to control the importation of plants into the Province. The Lieutenant- 
Governor in Council may make regulations to quarantine all or any part of 
a district when an insect or a disease becomes a menace to the crops of 
any region. 


BEACH HAY ACT, R.S.Q. 1964, ce 131. 


The owners of lands bordering the south shore of the St. Lawrence 
River below the City of Quebec have the right to cut and cure the grass on 
the beaches or strands thereof between high and low-water marks along the 
front of their respective parcels of land and farms to the exclusion of all 
other personse No person shall permit livestock to run at large in the 
summer or autumn on these beaches. 


(ce) «Livestock 
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The Lieutenant-Governor in Council is empowered to make regulations 
regarding the sale of diseased animals and the sanitary condition of 
stables and animal transport vehicles; submitting diseased animals to 
quarantine or slaughter upon arrival in the Province; ordering the 
segregation, treatment, marking or disposal of animals infected or suspected 
of being infected with a contagious or parasitic disease; ordering the 
disinfection of buildings in which the animals have been kept; fixing the 
indemnity to be paid to owners of animals slaughtered under the provisions 
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of the Act, and similar matters. The duties and powers of inspectors 
appointed under the Act are specified. A separate division of the Act 
deals with the inspection of stallions and requires every owner of a 
stallion intended for breeding to declare it to the Stallion Inspection 
Board annually, have it inspected and obtain a permit before it is used 
for service. 


THROUGHBRED CATTLE ACT, R~S.Q. 1964, c. 127. 


This Act prohibits the owner or person in charge of a bull from 
allowing it to run at large. Penalties are provided for violation of 
this provision. Should a purebred cow become with calf from the service 
of a bull that is not kept confined, the owner of the cow may recover 
damages from the owner or person in charge of the bull. The Act is to 
have effect within a municipality only when the council has passed a 
by-law stating that it shall apply in the municipality. 


AN ACT TO IMPROVE THE QUALITY OF HOGS ON THE FARM, S.Q. 1965, ce 42. 


Under this Act, the Minister of Agriculture and Colonization is 
authorized to pays on conditions and in such manner as may be provided 
in regulations made by the Lieutenant-Governor in Council, a premium not 
exceeding $3 for each hog of the prescribed grade from a farmer's herd and 
slaughtered by an accredited buyer, up to a maximum ef 100 hogs per farmer, 
slaughtered during each 12-month period commencing April l. 


The Act is effective from April 1, 1965. 
AN ACT TO IMPROVE THE QUALITY OF LAMBS ON THE FARM, S.Q. 1965, c. 43. 


The Act authorizes the Minister of Agriculture and Colonization to 
pays on conditions and in such manner as may be provided in regulations 
made by the Lieutenant-Governor in Council, a premium of not more than $3 
for each lamb of a prescribed grade from a farmer's flock, slaughtered by 
an accredited buyer. 


The Act is effective from April 1, 1965. 
STOCK BREEDING SYNDICATES ACT, ReS.Q- 1964, c. 115. 


Stock-breeding syndicates may be formed under this Act as corporations. 
Their object is to breed and improve farm stock and, for this purpose, 
they may purchase, hire, breed and sell purebred stock, grant premiums for 
the keeping of brood animals and purchase all products and implements 
connected with the breeding, feeding and health of livestock. The Act sets 
forth the organization of a syndicate, the election and powers of its 
directors and officers and similar matters. The property of a syndicate 
is exempt from all government taxes. 


A syndicate may receive premiums from agricultural societies and 
farmers' clubs for the use of breeding stock. 
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CRUELTY. TO ANIMALS PREVENTION SOCIETIES (ACT s RISs@. WiGG4iec eu. 


Ten or more persons domiciled in any one electoral district in the 
Province of Quebec may incorporate themselves as a cruelty to animals 
prevention society. The Act defines the procedures for forming and 
registering such societies. 


BEES AGT, Reu.eG. 1964, Cc. Ze. 


Provision is made in this Act for the inspection of bees believed 
to have a contagious disease; the treatment of bees and hives where 
contagious disease exists, including the destruction of bees, hives and 
accessories; the prohibition against importation of bees or used bee- 
keeping equipment unless they are accompanied by a certificate from an 
appropriate officer of the province or state of origin testifying that 
they are free from disease, and the prohibition of sale of queen-bees from 
apiaries within the Province, unless accompanied by a certificate testify- 
ing that they are from an apiary that is free of disease. The Act forbids 
the spraying of fruit trees in bloom with substance harmful to bees. It 
also prohibits the location of a hive of bees within 30 feet of a highway 
or dwelling in a rural municipality and 50 feet in a town or village 
unless a fence without openings, at least eight feet high and extending 
15 feet beyond each end of the apiary, is.erected on the side facing the 
highway or dwelling. 


VETERINARY SURGEONS' ACT, R.S.Q. 1964, c. 259. 


This legislation incorporates the College of Veterinary Surgeons of 
the Province of Quebec, a college composed of all persons entitled to 
practise veterinary medicine under this Act. No person shall practise 
veterinary medicine in the Province unless he holds a licence from the 
College, and all licence holders must be Canadian citizens, Nave Deen 
domiciled for at least five years in Canada and be at least 21 years or 
ages Further provisions deal with the administration of the College of 
Veterinary Surgeons. 

LAND POLICY 


(a) Development, conservation, drainage and irrigation 
LANDS AND FORESTS DEPARTMENT ACT, R.S.Q. 1964, c. 91. 


This Act gives the Minister of Lands and Forests general control 
over and management of the public lands of the Province, including their 
Sale, except for lands placed under the control of the Minister of Agriculture 
and Colonization. 


LANDS AND FORESTS ACT, R.S.Q. 19645 ce 92. 
Section 20 of the Act provides that the Lieutenant-Gvernor in 


Council may set apart and appropriate such Crown lands as he deems expedient 
for the sites of agricultural exhibitions or other like public purposes, or 
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for model or industrial farms. To this end, he may make free land grants, 
subject to the purpose of such grants being expressed in letters patent. 


The Lieutenant-Governor in Council is also authorized, under Section 
24, to acquire private lands, by exchange or otherwise, upon conditions and 
for prices he may determine, when required in the interests of settlement 
in any locality. 


AGRICULTURE AND COLONIZATION DEPARTMENT ACT, R.S.Q. 1964, ce 101. 
Amendment, SQ. 19655 Gc. 37. 


Section 27 of this Act is concerned with the execution of drainage 
work. It permits the Minister of Agriculture and Colonization, upon the 
conditions fixed by the Lieutenant-Governor in Council, to take charge of 
all drainage works ordered to be carried out under the Municipal Code if 
he is requested to do so by the municipal authority charged with the 
execution of such work. He may have the work done either under supervision 
or by contract. 


The Minister is also authorized to undertake the preparation of 
projects for the technical, economic and social development (including the 
promotion of agricultural and allied industries) of any rural area, and to 
conduct investigation and research for such purpose. 

(For summary of the earlier portion of this act see under "Administration"). 


WATERCOURSES ACT, R.S.Q. 1964, cw &- 


Every owner of land may improve any watercourse bordering upon or 
running through his property and may construct works upon it such as flood- 
gates, embankments, dams and dykes. However, no such works may be built 
which affect either public property or the property of third persons or 
public or private rights unless the site and the works have been approved 
by the Lieutenant-Governor in Council. The lease of the beds and banks 
of navigable rivers and lakes and of the sea, the sea-shore and land 
reclaimed from the seas all of which form part of the public domain, may 
be effected only with the express authorization of the Lieutenant-Governor 
in Council. 


(b) Settlement 
GORONIEZATRION SANDS SALES VAGINA Reo. Ue) 19645 cs 102, Amendment 5.O.. W967, Cc.41. 


The Minister of Agriculture and Colonization has charge of the 
administration and sale of colonization lands placed under his control by 
the Lieutenant-Governor in Council. For the purpose of selling colonization 
lands, the Lieutenant-Governor in Council may divide the Province into 
agencies and sub-agencies. The powers and duties of agents for colonization 
lands include the sale and locating of all such lands offered for sale3 the 
collection of arrears; settlement of difficulties arising from conflicting 
claims; the inspection of lands, and the protection of the public domain 
within their respective agencies from trespassers and depredators.

No timber may be cut before the issue of letters patent, except for 
clearing, firewood, or for building and fencing purposes. Not more than 
100 acres may normally be sold to one person, but this limit may be raised 
to 200 acres if the surveyed lot actually exceeds 100 acres; if a larger 
area is necessary to constitute a suitable establishments; or if, because 
of some natural or artificial irregularity, it is desirable to add another 
lot or part thereof. 


No lot sold or otherwise granted for colonization purposes after 
March 15,1933 mays, before the issuing of the letters patent, be sold by the 
holder of the location ticket or otherwise alienated, except by donation 
in a marriage contract, or by will in favor of a relative in the heritable 
degree, by ab intestate succession, or by will in favor of a consort. The 
Minister of Agriculture and Colonization may pay colonization premiums, out 
of moneys voted by Legislature, to encourage settlers to clear their lots 
and plough them and reside thereon. The Lieutenant-G@vernor in Council 
may also adopt regulations determining the conditions to be fulfilled in 
order to earn such premiums. These premiums are unassignable and unseizable. 


COLONIZATION LAND ACQUISITION ACT, R.«S.Q. 1964, ce 103. 


This Act provides for the Minister of Agriculture and Colonization 
to acquire territory by purchase or exchange. Expropriation may be employed 
if necessary.e The land so acquired is to be used for colonization. 


COLONIZATION SOCIETIES ACT, R.«S.Q. 1964, c. 104. 


Nine or more persons in the Province who have obtained the approval 
of the competent’ ecclesiastical authority of tne religious domination to 
which they belong may form a colonization society for the purpose of 
promoting the establishment of settlers on Crown lands, to attract immigrants 
and to restore to the Province those who have emigrated, to open roads 
through wild Crown lands and aid the government and municipalities in this, 
to direct settlers and immigrants towards the localities assigned to them, 
to provide settlers with seed grain, provisions and implements, and to 
diffuse appropriate information in support of colonization. The methods of 
forming such societies, their duties and powers are outlined and provision 
is made for a federation of colonization societies. 


The Minister of Agriculture and Colonzation may give each society a 
grant of one lot for every 10 lots which have been settled by members of 
the society, subject to the usual conditions of clearing and settlement. 
Any municipal or other corporation in the Province may subscribe funds to 
one or more colonization societies. An agricultural society may also 
subscribe to colonization societies an annual sum not exceeding one-third 
of the grant received by the agricultural society from the provincial 
government for the yeare 


COLONIZATION ROADS ACT, ReSeQe 1964, ce 105. 


The Lieutenant-Governor in Council may designate as colonization 
roads such roads or projected roads as he may deem it advisable to open or 
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improve wholly or in part at the expense of the Province. The roads and 
bridges so constructed or improved shall be maintained by the municipalities 
in which they are located in the same manner as all other roads and bridges. 


PIONEERING MERIT ACT, R.«S.Q. 1964, c. 107. 


The Order of Pioneering Merit is instituted to encourage healthy 
emulation among settlers in the pioneering of new lands and to recognize 
services rendered to the progress of colonization. 


The following distinctions may be awarded: 


(a) The title of Commander of the Order of Pioneering 
Merit, with the diploma of "merit with exceptional 
distinction". 


(b) The title of Officer of the Order of Pioneering Merit, 
with the diploma of "distinguished merit". 


(ce) The title of Knight of the Order of Pioneering Merit, 
with the diploma of "great merit". 


(d) The diploma of "merit". 


(c) Tenure and Assessment 


SETTLERS' PROTECTION ACT, R.«S.Q. 1964, c. 106. 


Public lands granted to a bona fide settler and the improvements 
made and building erected thereon, shall not be pledged or hypothecated 
so long as letters patent are not issued therefor and they are exempt from 
seizure or execution for debt except for the price of such lands, payment 
of municipal or school taxes, costs of road work and assessments for the 
building of churches, parsonages or cemeteries. Within three months after 
the issue of letters patent to a person granted public lands, that person 
may select up to 100 acres of such land and register it as his homestead. 
The homestead is thenexempt from seizures The following chattels of a 
settler or of his widow or of their children are exempt from seizure for 
a period of up to 15 years after obtaining the letters patent: certain 
items of household furnishings specified in the Act, necessary and ordinary 
wearing apparel, all necessary fuel, meat, fish, flour and vegetables 
sufficient for the settler and his family for three months, seed grain 
necessary to sow his land, two draught horses or oxen, 10 other head of 
horned cattle, six sheep, five pigs, all the poultry, and the grain and 
other forage intended for the support or fattening of such animals or 
poultry, farm vehicles and implements of agriculture, and the building 
materials intended to be employed in the construction of, or repairs or 
improvements to, the buildings and mills on the land. The owner of a 
homestead may alienate the same without the consent of his wife. 
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MUNICIPAL TAX EXEMPTION ACT, R.«S.Q. 1964, co 174. 


Sections 5 and 6 of this Act provide that all property belonging to 
or used especially for exhibition purposes by agricultural and horticultural 
societies, and lines for the transmission and distribution of electric 
power of electricity cooperatives formed under the Rural Electrification 
Act are exempt from municipal and school taxes. 


FINANCE 
(a) Farm Credit 
FARM CREDIT ACT, R.S-Q. 1964, ce 108. Amendment, S.Q. 1965, c» 38. 


The Quebec Farm Credit Bureau operates under this Act, with the rights 
and powers of a corporation. The Bureau may borrow moneys; by the issue 
of bonds or otherwise, up to $50 million. In addition, the Lieutenant- 
Governor in Council is also authorized to acquire on such conditions as he 
may determine, bonds, debentures and other securities of the Bureau either 
with payments from the consolidated revenue fund or by borrowing for 
periods not exceeding 30 years. 


The Bureau may make a loanto an established farmer and an establish- 
ment loan to any person from 21 to 40 years of age who acquires, for 
cultivation purposes, a profitable farm. In the case of established farmers, 
the loan is limited to 80 per cent of the value of the property offered as 
security; while for the establishment loan,the limit is 90 per cent of the 
value set by the Board. In either case the loan shall not exceed $15,000. 
The Act outlines the conditians under which loans may be made, the terms 
and interest rate of loans, provisions for repayment and the nature of the 
security required. The Bureau is also empowered to make advances to any 
credit union operating in the counties of Bonaventure, Gaspé=North, Gaspé- 
South and the Magdalen Islands, up to 65 per cent of the amount of each 
loan, consistent with the provisions of this Act and granted in such 
counties by a credit union. 


The® 1967 Act ""(15=168Eli z. ORI ses 42)h authorizes the placingws tian 
additional $20 million from the consolidated revenue fund at the disposal 
of the Quebec Farm Credit Bureau, thus raising to $300 million the total 
amount granted for these purposes. 


FARM LOAN ACT, R.S.Q. 1964, ce lll. 


This Act provides that the provincial government will pay the 
difference, not exceeding 3 per cent, between an annual interest rate of 
3 per cent and that charged by the Canadian Farm Loan Board (now the Farm 
Credit Corporation) to the farmers of the Province on the capital of loans 
made to them before November 8, 1950 under the Canadian Farm Loan Act. 
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In addition, the Lieutenant-Governor in Councils, may under conditions 
which he determines, authorize the Quebec Farm Credit Board (a) to pays 
beginning on May 1, 1962, on the mortgage loans granted by the Farm Credit 
Corporation or the Canadian Farm Loan Board, to farmers of that province, 
after November 8, 1950, the difference between the annual interest rate of 
25 per cent and that due the Corporation on the loan or part of the loan 
not exceeding $15,000; (b) to assume, up to a maximum of $3,000, one-third 
of the debt to the Farm Credit Corporation of a borrower having obtained 
from the latter, after May 1, 1962, a loan similar to an establishment loan 
of the Board; (c) to pays beginning on May 1, 1964, on the loans granted 
to veterans considered as full-time farmers of that province, after June 26, 
1954, under Part III of the Veterans Land Act (R.S.Q. 1952, chapter 280), 
the difference between the annual interest of 25 per cent and that due on 
these loans. 


FARM IMPROVEMENT ACT, ReS.Q. 1964, ce 109. Amendment, S.Q. 1965, ce 40. 


Under this Act, the provincial government is authorized to repay 
an amount equal to the interest at 3 per cent, on any loan, not exceeding 
$7,000, that a farmer receives from a bank or credit union for the purchase 
of draught-horses or cattle, swine or sheep breeding stocks; the purchase of 
farm implements, and agricultural equipment and machinery, including a farm 
tractor (but no other motor vehicle); for improvements on the borrower's 
farm; for the erection or improvement of buildings; the purchase of other 
specified farming aids; for the installation or improvement of a drinking- 
water supply system, and for the installation or improvement of electric 
wiring, including switches and fuseSe 


The livestock or articles purchased out of the proceeds of a loan 
contracted for breeding stock or farm implements and agricultural equipment 
and machinery must be the object of a pledge of agricultural property or of 
security under the Bank Act of Canada, in favor of the lender. 


FAMILY HOUSING ACT, R.«SeQ. 1964, ce 110. Amendment, S.Q. 1965, c. 41 
and 1967; Gems 


The provincial government is authorized to guarantee and to pay 
the portion of interest in excess of two per cent on all the loans made for 
the building of new dwellings (up to $63,000 for a self-contained dwelling 
and $10,000 for a two-unit dwelling) by a credit union or loan society 
either to individuals, syndicates, associations or co-operative societies, 
provided the rate of interest for each loan does not exceed 5 per cent. 
The Lieutenant-Governor in Council may, however, if he deems it expedient 
because of an increase in the cost of borrowed moneys, guarantee and pay 
seperecent of» the: interest,, provided, the. mate charged by the lender does 
not exceed 7¢ per cent, on capital sums of not more than $7,000 for a 
self-contained dwelling and $12,000 for a two-unit dwelling. For the 
purposes of this Act, the Government may appropriate a total sum of $200 
million. 
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The Act also states that credit unions and loan societies may lend 
up to 95 per cent of the first $13,000 of the real value of any new 
dwelling, including the land, and up to 70 per cent of the excess for 
periods not exceeding 35 years. 


Benefits provided by the Family Housing Act are granted to persons 
who borrow for the building of family houses entirely completed before 
June 1, 1968. 


Under Section 75 of the Quebec Housing Corporation Act (15-16 
Elize II, ce 55) which came into force on September 27, 1967, this Corporation 
succeeds the Quebec Farm Credit Board for the of the Act concerning 
family housing and acquires its rights and assumes its obligations. This 
Act is applied by the Minister of Municipal Affairs. 


(b) Income Assistance 
CROP INSURANCE ACT, S-Qe 19675 Ce 44. 


This Act authorizes the establishment of the Quebec Crop Insurance 
Board as a corporation, comprising five members appointed by the Lieutenant- 
Governor in Council. An advisory committee, consisting of specialists of 
the provincial administration services, insurance specialists and persons 
specially qualified in agriculture, may also be constituted by the 
Lieutenant-Governor in Council to assist the Board. 


The operator of any mixed farming land may insure with the Board 
against any loss of yield of forage or cereal crops as a result of snow, 
hail, hurricane, excessive rainy drought, frost, insect and plant disease, 
and of flood to the extent allowed by regulation - (Provision is made for 
including special crops when the required statistical data are available.) 
Such insurance shall guarantee 80-per cent of the average yield of the 
operator's farming land, the average yield in each case to be determined 
by the Board. A similar guarantee not exceeding 80 per cent is available 
to operators of specialized farming land for losses of yield due to the 
forces of nature, as defined by regulation. Pastures may also be insured 
against damage by drought, flood and certain winter conditions. 


The Government of Quebec may establish a fund for the payment of 
indemnities and compensation. If the resources of the fund at any time 
are insufficient, the Minister of Finance may make advances, from the 
consolidated revenue fund, to enable such payments to be mete One-half 
of the insurance premium is paid by the Gvernment. 


In addition to other regulatory powers assigned to it, the Board 
mays by regulation, determine the form of applications for insurance and 
of certificates and claims; fix for each agricultural zone the final date 
for submitting applications for insurance and claims; determine what persons 
may apply for insurance on behalf of an operator; classify the categories 
of farming lands and establish agricultural zones in the Province, according 
to soil, climatic and economic conditions; determine the cases warranting 
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expert appraisals, the persons authorized to make them and the methods and 
procedure to be followed; define the word "yield", and insects and diseases 
for the purpose of this Act, and make rules of procedure and practice for 
meetings of the Board and applications for review. 


The Lieutenant-Governor in Council may authorize the Minister of 
Agriculture and Colonization to make agreements with the Government of Canada 
or with any person, association, society or corporation to futher the 
implementation of the Act. 


MARKETING 
(a) General 
AGRICULTURAL PRODUCTS AND FOOD ACT, R.S.Q. 1964, ce. 119. 


Agricultural products in this Act include any produce of animal or 
vegetable origin with the exception of aquatic animals. The Lieutenant- 
Governor in Council is given authority to regulate the sale, display, 
holding, processing, preservation, transformation, purchasing, and 
transportation for the sale of agricultural products; prescribe the quality, 
shape and composition of such products, their containers and inscriptions 
required thereon; prescribe the classification and labelling of same; 
establish inspection stations to check shipments of a specified agricultural 
product from any designated territory; provide for the inspection and 
classification of any agricultural product upon the application of an 
interested party, and prohibit the canning of any agricultural product 
without a licence from the Minister of Agriculture and Colonization. 


The Act also defines food as anything which may be used to feed man 
or animals, including beverages other than alcoholic beverages. The 
Lieutenant-Governor in Council may prescribe sanitary measures respecting 
the production, processing, preservationy, conditioning, handling and 
transporation of food and food ingredients; order sanitary control of animals and 
products to be used in the production of food and of their places of origin 
and means of transportation; subject the operations of slaughtering and 
preparing meat or other foods to special supervision; require operators of 
slaughtering houses or plants to keep books or written records, and to report 
on their activities to the Minister, and to prohibit or regulate the use, 
in agriculture or for breeding, of medical or chemical substances that 
might impair the quality or wholesomeness of an animal or product intended 
for food. Inspectors may be appointed to carry out the provisions of the 
Act and they have powers of entry and search, seizure and confiscation. 
Penalties are provided for infractions of the Act or of the regulations 
made under it. 


AGRICULTURAL MARKETING ACT, R.-S.Q. 1964, ce 120. Amendment S.Q. 1965, c. 44. 


The powers conferred in this Act are not intended to compete with 
those granted to cooperative organizations for the production and marketing 
of agricultural products, but rather to provide producers and consumers 
with a supplementary means for fair and orderly marketing of agricultural 
products. 
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The Quebec Agricultural Marketing Board, composed of not more than 
seven members appointed by the Lieutenant-Governor in Council for a lO-year 
term, was established by this Act. Its general functions are to assist in 
coordinating the marketing of farm products; to find new markets and improve 
existing ones; to assist in directing farm production, and generally to 
collaborate with producers, cooperatives, professional farmers’ organizations, 
consumer associations and trade representatives to promote the orderly and 
fair marketing of farm products. 


A consulting committee may be constituted by order in council to 
study production and marketing problems and to make suggestions to the Board. 


Application for the approval of a joint plan may be made to the Board 
by a producer association or ten or more interested producers and must be 
accompanied with a draft of the plan proposed. This draft must contain 
details of the products and the territory concerned, composition of 
producers' board for theplan and the proposed financing of the board as 
well as naming the negotiating and selling agents of the plan. The Board 
may receive or reject the application and is further empowered to suspend 
or cancel any existing plan. A plan cannot come into operation unless it 
is favorably received by the Board and approved by at least two-thirds of 
the producers interested, at least one-half of whom must have voted. Once 
the plan is in force, the producers' board may negotiate with purchasers 
for a minimum selling price. The Board is given power to arbitrate in 
disputes arising from the operation of a marketing plan and may make regulations 
governing licences for those marketing a regulated product, relating to the 
government of the Board and providing supervision of any joint plan. 


The Quebec Agricultural Marketing Board also has the right to conduct 
inquiries as to the costs involved in production, transformation, distribution 
and transporation of any farm product contemplated by an application for 
approval of a joint plan. The Board may conduct studies as to prices, 
markets and systems of classification of farm products and on any other 
matter related to the marketing of such products. Administrative expenses 
incurred by the producers' board in carrying out of the marketing plan are 
to be paid by means of special contributions or collections from the 
producers subject to the plan. 


(b) Livestock and livestock products 


DAIRY PRODUCTS ACT, R.S.Q. 1964, c.121. Amendments S.Q. 1965, c. 453 
1967 bill 45. 


This Act sets forth the standards required for milk to be sold in the 
Province. It provides that establishments which receive milk or cream to 
be sold in its natural state or to be converted into butter, cheese, 
condensed milk, evaporated milk, milk powder, ice cream or other milk 
product must be licensed and subject to inspection. Every such establish- 
ment must engage the services of a qualified tester. Every milk dealer 
must take out a guarantee policy issued by the Quebec Agricultural Marketing

Board to ensure the payment of sums he owes or may owe to his producers- 
suppliers. Under the Act, the Board is empowered, among other things, to 
supervise, regulate and control in the Province the purchase and manner of 
purchasing, transportation, handling, conversion, preparation, delivery, 

sale and method of sale, distribution and manner of distribution of milk, 
modified milk and cream; to approve, if expedient, any price agreement for 
milk or cream between producer~suppliers, milk dealers or distributors of 
dairy products, and to make such agreements binding on every party within 

the territory mentioned; to fix the price of milk, modified milk or cream; 

to establish a scale for the guarantee to be given by milk dealers to 
producer=suppliers; to determine the nature, capacity and price of receptacles 
used for selling milk, modified milk and cream; to regulate labels, markings 
and wording; to prohibit the sale in the Province of milk or cream below 

the current prices, and generally to investigate and study the situation 

of the dairy industry and dairy products trade. The Board may impose a levy 
not exceeding one-half cent per 100 pounds of milk to be deducted by 
distributors in the designated territory from the fixed price paid to 
suppliers and remitted to the Board. The amounts so received are to be paid 
in part to associations of producers pro rata on a basis of their membership 
and the balance is to be used to promote the consumption of milk. The Act 
outlines the rights and duties of inspectors appointed to enforce the 
legislation. The Lieutenant-Governor in Council may make regulations for 
determining the conditions accompanying permits; determining the minimum fat 
content of cream and the maximum acidity, and prohibiting the use of 
preservatives and neutralizers; authorizing standardization of the proportion 
of fat and other solid components in milk for consumption in its natural 
state; everything connected with the transportation of milk or cream and 

the permissible hours of transportation; fixing the conditions of construction, 
installation and equipment of every dairy factory; methods of inspection; 
regulating the methods of manufacture of dairy products; determining every- 
thing connected with the payment for milk and cream by a dairy factory; 
compelling every plant to keep accounts in the form prescribed, and inspecting 
them; defining the boundaries of the supplying zones for each factory; 
restricting the transportation of milk or cream to these zones, and defining 
the words "condensed milk", "evaporated milk", "milk powder", or any other 
milk product. A producer-supplier who sells or delivers milk or cream to 

a milk dealer shall be presumed to have contracted between themselves for 

an indeterminate period and, unless a written agreement has been made; 
neither party shall terminate the presumed contract except in accordance 

with the Act. 


Penalties are provided for infringements of the Act, and where a 
purchaser fails to pay a producer-supplier the price fixed by the Board 
for.milk or cream, and additional fine is payable equal to the difference 
between the price paid and that fixed by the Board. This sum is then passed 
to the producer=supplier concerned. 
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AN ACT TO PROMOTE THE DEVELOPMENT AND MODERNIZATION OF REGIONAL DAIRIES, 
SiGe 1967, Ce 46. 


This Act authorizes the Minister of Agriculture and Colonization to 
guarantee, on behalf of the government, and under the conditions which it 
determines, the total or partial reimbursement of a loan, to promote the 
development and modernization of a regional dairy, and to pay during the 
first five years as a contribution to the amortization of such a loan, 

4 per cent of the guaranteed amount. 


Such guarantees and payments will only be granted by the Minister 
after obtaining the opinion of the Quebec Agricultural Marketing Board. 
Before giving its opinion, the Board must notify the milk dealers who 
supply a regional dairy products factory, issue public notices and hear 
the interested parties. 


MILK AND CREAM PRICE ACT, R.S.Q. 1964, c. 122. 


No milk dealer or distributor may sell milk or cream within a 
designated area of the Province at a price below a purchase price fixed for 
that area by the Quebec Agricultural Marketing Board under the Dairy 
Products Act. Penalties are provided for infractions of the Act. 


AN ACT TO IMPROVE THE QUALITY OF MILK FOR MANUFACTURING, S.Q. 1965, c. 47. 


Subject to such conditions as may be determined by the Lieutenant- 
Governor in Council, the Minister of Agriculture and Colonization is 
authorized to grant to every farmer who delivers milk or cream from his 
herd to a dairy products manufacturer exclusively for manufacturing purposes 
a subsidy not exceeding $500 for the construction or equipment, in 
compliance with prescribed standards, of a dairy intended to ensure the 
quality of such milk or cream. 


The Act is effective from April 1, 1965. 
DAUR! IODUGCIS SURISILINMIES AICI GoSs@5 IS645 eo IOS). 


The Act states that no person shall manufacture or sell a dairy 
product substitute wholesale unless he has obtained a manufacturer's or 
wholesaler's permit from the Minister of Agriculture and Colonization. 

Any person wishing to retail a dairy product substitute obtained from a 
person who does not hold a manufacturer's or wholesaler's permit must also 
procure a permit from the Minister. These permits are issued annually and 
expire on December 31 of each year. 


Any substitute offered for sale must meet the standards of composition, 
quality, shape and presentation fixed by the regulations, and bear on the 
container, package or wrapper, in French and in English, the name, origin, 
quantity and composition of the product. No person may offer or serve a 
substitute in any establishment where food is sold, without so informing 
customers either by a suitable indication on the menu or by a sign or label. 
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A substitute for butter shall not be of a colour containing more than one 
and six-tenths degrees of yellow, or of yellow and red collectively; 
measured by the Levibond tintometer scale. 


Penalties are provided for infringements of the Act, and the powers 
of inspectors are outlined. 


PUBLIG*HEALTH SACTs ReSeQs, 19645 co 161] 


Sections 56 to 67 inclusive of this Act are concerned with the purity 
of food and drink. The method of pasteurizing milk and cream is prescribed 
and provision is made for approval by the Minister of Health of pasteurizing 
plants and their methods of operation. Medical examination of workers in 
pasteurizing plants and butter or cheese factories is required and no germ 
carriers may be employed in handling milk or milk products. Provision is 
also made for the inspection of food by municipal sanitary authorities and 
the seizure of any food or liquids that would be injurious to health. There 
is to be inspection by municipal sanitary authorities of dairies, stables, 
cowsheds, butcher shops, slaughter houses, butter factories, cheese factories, 
pasteurization plants and all other establishments where food is prepared 
for sale. 


(c) Fruit, vegetables, honey, tobacco, pulpwood 


FARMERS' AND SETTLERS' PULPWOOD SALES PRICE ACT, R«S.Q. 1964, c. 94. 


The Lieutenant-Governor in Council may make regulations governing the 
purchase by any trader of pulpwood cut on the land of farmers and settlers; 
fixing the kinds and quantities of such pulpwood that may be purchased 
within a stated period, determining and enforcing the methods of measuring 
such pulpwoodys and fixing the price that a trader must pay for purchases 
of pulpwood. 


Except for methods of measurement, the regulations do not apply to 
sales of pulpwood covered by a joint marketing plan in force under the 
Agricultural Marketing Act of Quebec. The Lieutenant-Governor in Council 
may, however, at the request of the Quebec Agricultural Marketing Board, 
fix the terms of any agreement to be made in carrying out such a joint plan. 


AGRICULTURAL SOCIETIES AND EDUCATION 
AGRICULTURAL? SOCIETIES ACT, IR«S2Q. 019645 cenil2. 


An agricultural society may be formed in any county and in any 
electoral district of any town or city provided at least 50 persons become 
members. Whenever there is more than one society in existence in a county 
they may be united, and provision is made for more than one society in a 
county where it would be inconvenient if there were only one. There is 
also provision for district societies within a judicial district. The Act 
sets forth the constitution of societies, the powers and duties of directors 
and officers, and the size of provincial grants to societies. A society may 
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acquire and hold land as a site for exhibitions or for a school of agricul- 
ture or a model farm, and may sell, lease or otherwise dispose of same. 

A society may, with the approval of the Minister of Agriculture and 
Colonization, contract loans not exceeding $7,000 at any one time, and use 
its fixed assets as security for this purpose. 


The objects of all agricultural societies are to encourage improve- 
ment in agriculture, horticulture, silviculture, mechanics, manufacturing 
and domestic industry and works of art by holding meetings for discussion 
and lectures, promoting the circulation of agricultural papers, offering 
prizes for essays on theoretical or practical agriculture, importing animals 
of superior breeds and new varieties of plants, grains and seeds, organizing 
ploughing matches and crop and cultivation competitions and by holding 
exhibitions. 


FARMERS' CLUBS ACT, RSQ. 1964, ce 113. 


A farmers' club may be formed by at least 25 members in any parish. 
These clubs shall have all the objects conferred on agricultural societies, 
and they may procure books, magazines and newspapers concerned with agri- 
cultural subjects for the use of their members and promote experiments in 
farming, manure and improved agricultural machinery and implements, encourage 
the study of best methods of fattening cattle, producing milk, manufacturing 
butter and cheese and improving and draining lands. No club alone is to 
hold a fall exhibition such as is ordinarily held by agricultural societies. 
A club may have animals of improved breed sold by a person who has no licence 
and without paying the duties required by law, provided the purchasers keep 
such animals within the territoy of the club. A club may form any of its 
members into a society for the testing of milk cows. The Act deals with

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HORTICULTURAL SOCIETIES ACT, R.«S.Q. 1964, c. 114. 


Horticultural societies consisting of at least 25 persons may be 
formed in any city, town, village, township or parish. They are to be 
corporations and their objects are to be the same as those of agricultural 
societies but with reference to horticulture only. Provision is also made 
in this Act for the formation of the Pomological and Fruit-growing Society 
of the Province of Quebec, and for an annual grant not exceeding $500 to the 
Society, on condition that its exhibitions are open to the whole Province, 
and that an annual report is made by the Society to the Minister of Agri- 
culture and Colonization. The Act also outlines the powers and duties of 
directors and officers, by-laws and other administrative matters of horti- 
cultural societies. 


FARMERS' AND DAIRYMEN'S ASSOCIATIONS ACT,R-«S-Q. 1964, c. 116. 
The Lieutenant-Governor in Council may authorize the formation of one 


or more associationss having for their objects the promotion of agriculture 
and fruit growing, improvement in the manufacture of butter and cheese, the 
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inspection of butter and cheese factories and related matters, the improve- 
ment of livestock, the raising of fowl and the drainage and irrigation of 
farming lands. Each association will be a corporation and may possess 

real property not exceeding $25,000 in value. The Act deals with the 
election of directors and officers, by-laws and the annual report. 


AGRICULTURAL MERIT ACT, R.S.Q. 1964, c. 132. 


The Order of Agricultural Merit is instituted for the purpose of 
encouraging agriculturalists by honors and awards and to acknowledge 
services to agriculture. Provision is made for competitions to determine 
winners of awards although, in addition, awards may be made to any persons 
who have rendered services to agriculture. The decorations and diplomas 
comprises 


(1) The decoration of Commander of the Order of Agricultural 
Merit and the Diploma of "exceptionally distinguished 
merit" or of "specially distinguished merit". 


(2) The decoration of Officer of the Order of Agricultural 
Merit and the diploma of "distinguished merit". 


(3) The decoration of Knight of the Order of Agricultural 
Merit and the diploma of "great merit". 


(4)0°Thé diplomatof "merit": 
AGRONOMMEST SE AGI itso Oe euGO4), Cs 260s 


The agronomists of the Province are organized and incorporated under 
this Act and the general corporation is divided into regional sections, 
each section also being a corporation. The Act prescribes the powers of 
both the general and sectional corporations and lists the requirements for 
admission to the practice of agronomy- No person may assume the title of 
agronomist or practise agronomy in the Province unless he is a member of 
the corporation. 


DAIRY AND AGRICULTURAL SCHOOLS ACT, R.S.Q. 1964, c. 117. 


The Minister of Agriculture and Colonization may establish and 
maintain a dairy school under the name of the Dairy School of the Province 
of Quebec and, at any place in the Province, intermediate agricultural 
schools. He may make regulations appointing the teaching staff, establish- 
ing the qualifications required for professors, determining the conditions 
of admission, establishing the course of study and examination system, and 
similar matters. 


VETERINARY SCHOOL ACT, R.S.Q. 1964, c. 118. 


The government is authorized to establish and maintain at Saint- 
Hyacinthe a Provincial School of Veterinary Medicine which shall be under 
the jurisdiction of the Minister of Agriculture and Colonization. It is 
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to be a veterinary college within the meaning of Section 28 of the 
Veterinary Surgeons' Act. Particulars regarding appointment of a teaching 
staff are given in the Act. 


COOPERATIVES 
COOPERATIVE AGRICULTURAL ASSOCIATIONS ACT, R-S.Q. 1964, c. 124. 


This Act describes the method whereby cooperative associations may 
be formed for the improvement and development of agriculture; the manufacture 
of butter or cheese or both; the sale and purchase of livestock, farm 
implements, commercial fertilizers and other articles used in agriculture, 
and the purchase, preservation, transformation;sale and transportation of 
agricultural products. Each association shall be a joint stock company. 
The Act deals with such matters as membership, election of directors, by- 
laws, powers of the board of directors, borrowing powers, financial state- 
ments and distribution of surplus. A cooperative agricultural association 
may acquire shares in La Société Coopérative-Fédérée des Agriculteurs de la 
Province de Québec. The Minister of Agriculture and Colonization may at any 
time examine the books and accounts of any cooperative agricultural society 
which receives a subsidy or aid from the provincial government. The property 
of the association shall be exempt from all government taxes. 


COOPERATIVE ASSOCIATIONS ACT, R.-S.Q. 1964, c. 292. 


This Act makes possible the formation and regulation of cooperative 
associations. 


The Provincial Secretary upon the request of a prospective cooperative 
association and after consultation with the Cooperation Council may 
authorize the formation of a cooperative association for any economic 
purposes except: 


(a) the purposes for which a credit union may be formed under 
the Savings and Credit Unions Act (R.S.Q- 1964, c. 293) 


(b) the operation of a hospital 
(c) the construction and operation of a railway 
(d) the insurance and trust business. 


The name of a cooperative association must not lead to confusion with 
that of another association, society or corporation and it shall not, in any 
case, contain the words "syndicate", "Cooperative syndicate", or "Cooperative 
society". In all cases it shall include the words "Cooperative association" 
the use of which is reserved exclusively for a cooperative association 
under this Act. 
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The Act indicates the powers of the cooperative association as well 
as the organization, administration and financial structure of such an 
association. 


The Act also includes special reference to cooperative associations 
of fishermen and consumers, housing cooperatives, and those formed for 
social purposes. 


Cooperative associations wishing to form a federation must sign a 
memorandum of association in accordance with this Act and present it to the 
Provincial Secretary, who on the advice of the Cooperation Council may 
authorize the formation of a federation of cooperative associations. Such 
a memorandum must be signed by at least twelve cooperative associations of 
the same class but the Provincial Secretary may reduce such minimum number 
to as few as five. 


A cooperative syndicate, that wants to pursue the objectives stated 
‘in Sections 3 and 4 of this Act may cease to be governed by the Cooperative 
Syndicates Act (ReSeQe 1964; ce 294) and become a cooperative association 
under the Cooperative Associations Act. 


BUTTER AND CHEESE SOCIETIES ACT, R.S.«Q. 1964, c. 125. 


Butter or cheese manufacturing societies may be formed by five or 
more persons and be incorporated. This Act sets forth the method of formation 
and the duties and powers of societies. Penalties are provided for persons 
who sell skimmed or watered or tainted milk to a manufacturer of butter or 
cheese, and for manufacturers who, for their own benefit, use or permit 
employees to remove any cream from milk delivered to their factories. 


CREDIT UNIONS 
SAVINGS AND CREDIT UNIONS ACT, R.S.Q. 1964, c. 293. 


The Provincial Secretary may authorize the formation of savings and 
credit unions to receive and employ the savings of members and to make loans 
to them. Such unions are to operate as cooperative associations. A credit 
union's name must in all cases include one of the following terms: "caisse 
populaire", "caisse Desjardins", "caisse populaire Desjardins", "caisse 
d'économie", "caisse d'épargne", "caisse de crédit", "caisse d'établissement", 
"credit union", or "savings union". Approval of the use of any one of these 
terms must first be obtained from the appropriate federation with which a 
new union intends to be affiliated. 


Upon the filing of a memorandum of association signed by the represent- 
atives of at least 12 unions, the Provincial Secretary may authorize the 
formation of a federation of savings and credit unions, and on receipt of a 
similar application signed by representatives of at least five federations, 
may approve the setting up of a federation of federations of savings and 
credit unions. 


Other provisions of the Act deal with the appointment and duties of 
directors and officers, borrowing limits, investment of funds, disposal of 
operating surplus, audit and winding up of credit unions. 
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
